Pope may tell 
new rules on 
mixed marriage 


VATICAN cm’ (UPI) - Pope Paul 
VI will announce soon new rules which 
may remove 
some of the obstacles to 
m arriage of Roman Catholics with non- 
Catholics, 
Vatican sources said today. 


They said he also is drafting a docu­ 
ment on Catholic dialogue with the Orth­ 
odox, aimed at helping overcome 900 
years of separation between the two 
churches. 


The 
sources said the Pope has been 
writing the documents during his sum­ 
mer vacation at the papal summer vil­ 
la 
in nearby Castel Gandolfo, and may 
announce both of them later this month. 


The sources 
said there was no in­ 
dication yet as to the position the Pope 
would take on some of the present stum­ 
bling 
blocks to Catholic m arriage to 
non-Catholics, such as the rule against 
dual weddings 
celebrated 
simultane­ 
ously by Catholic and non-Catholic min­ 
isters and the Catholic requirement that 
children of mixed m arriages be raised 
as Catholics. 


But the sources said they expected 
the document would liberalize Catholic 
rules on mixed m arriages.

The U.S. Navy today ordered the court- 
m artial of the captain and deck officer 
of the destroyer Frank E. Evans on 
charges of negligence and dereliction of 
duty. The Evans was sunk in a collision 
with an Australian aircraft c a rrier with 
loss of 74 American lives. 
The Australian aircraft c a rrie r Mel­ 
bourne 
sliced the Evans in two June 3 
during maneuvers in the South China 
Sea. 
A Navy announcement said the court- 
m artial of Cmdr. Albert S. McLemore, 
40, 
of Vallejo, 
Calif., the Evans’ 
captain; and Lt. (j.g.) 
Ronald C. Ram­ 
sey, 24, of Long Beach, Calif., its offi­ 
cer of the deck at the time, would begin 
about Sept. 10 at Subic Bay. 
“ The charges against Cmdr. McLe­ 
more and Lt. (j.g.) Ramsey are obvious­ 
ly very serious ones, and trial by courts- 
m artial is the proper way of determining 
their guilt or innocence,” the Navy said. 
Conviction on the negligence charges 
would mean two years at hard labor, 
dism issal from the Navy and forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances. The military 
court would determine the penalty for de­ 
reliction of duty. 
McLemore was asleep in his cabin 
and Ramsey was in charge of the ship 
when the collision occurred before dawn. 
The severed 
bow section of the de­ 
stroyer sank, killing 74 men.

MOSCOW (UPI) — A high-ranking So­ 
viet general said today Communist China 
might “ provoke a w ar” with the Soviet 
Union. 
General of the army Semyon P. Ivanov 
said in the m ilitary newspaper Red Star 
the Soviet armed forces “ are capable 
of giving a worthy rebuff to Chinese 
adventurists if they provoke a war or 
violate Soviet frontiers.” 
Increasing numbers of Soviet leaders 
recently have said Chinese incursions 
into Soviet territory would be crushed, 
but the phrase to “ provoke a w ar” ap> 
peared to be an escalation in term s. 
Ivanov, a much - decorated fighting 
commander of World War n, has ex­ 
tensive postwar experience in the Central 
and 
Far 
East areas of the Soviet 
Union. His posts include chief of staff 
to the Far East district commander, 
and commander of the Siberian m ilitary 
district, both of which have long bord. 
er areas with China. 
His duties since he was transferred 
in 1968 from the Siberian command are 
not known.

SAIGON 
(UPI) — The U.S. 
military command today ai> 
nounced the destruction of a 
major guerrilla base camp near 
Cambodia by American war­ 
planes dropping bombs 
and 
napalm. 
The camp 70 miles northwest 
of Saigon and two miles from 
Cambodia was in the area from 
which the Communists were 
expected to launch new attacks 
today on Hanoi’s 24th Indepen­ 
dence Day. 
U.S. war communiques re­ 
ported 11 overnight shellings 
and scattered combat, much of 
it around Saigon, but listed no 
major attacks of proportions 
that 
could 
signal 
a 
new 
offensive. 
Summoned 
by 
an 
aerial 
spotter who saw some Commu­ 
nist troops in the open, the 
warplanes zeroed in on the 
Cambodian border base und 
killed 18 guerrillas, destroyed 
72 bunkers and burned 15 tons 
of rice with their bombs and 
napalm, reports said. 
In another aerial raid nearby, 
helicopter gunship pilots caught 
another Communist unit in the 
open and reported killing 16 
so diers. 
“ As I came in, I could see 
the NVA (North Vietnamese 
soldiers) sitting 
next to a 
couple of 107mm rockets. On 
our first pass, we hit the 107s, 
which exploded and killed at 
least four,” said Lt. Stanley 
¿immerman, a copter pilot 
from Philadelphia. 
Allied intelligence has said it 


expected the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese to begin a 
new but limited push to mark 
the 
24th anniversary today of 


Hanoi’s declaration of indepen­ 
dence from France. 
South Vietnamese troops in 
Saigon and in the provinces 
around the capital remained on 
special alert, with all leaves 
and days off canceled, but 
Allied headquarters reported 
only light combat. 
At least three clashes erupted 
Monday on infiltration routes 
leading to Saigon, including the 
American 
air attack on the 
base camp two miles from 
Cambodia, military spokesmen 
said.

Pesticides warning told 
by county health officer 


There are some 900 basic 
chemical compounds, poison­ 
ous and non-poisonous, used to 
formulate 
thousands of syn­ 
thetic commercial pesticides, 
according to Joseph T. Nardo, 
M.D., county health officer. 
Pesticides which are class­ 
ified according to purpose in­ 
clude insecticides, herbicides, 
miticides, 
fungicides, and ro­ 
dent ic ides. 
The following suggestions for 
use in handling of all pesti­ 
cides will minimize the likeli­ 
hood of injury from exposure. 
1. Pesticides should be stor­ 
ed outside the house away from 
food, 
feed and seed, 
out of 
the reach of children, under 
lock and key. 
2. Pesticides, sprays and 
dust, should always be stored 
in the original containers and 
kept tightly closed. 
3. Always 
read all precau­ 
tionary labeling directions be­ 
fore using pesticides and fol- 
lowjhem exactly. 
W Take particular note of 
warning and cautions 
before 
opening container. 
5. 
Repeat the process each 
time, no matter how often the 
pesticide is used, or how fami­ 
liar you are with the direc­ 
tions. 
6. When directed on the label, 
wear protective clothing, such 
as 
goggles» 
gloves, aprons, 
respirators and masks. 
7. When handling, 
mixing 
or applying pesticides, avoid 
inhaling 
the fumes and avoid 
getting the material on the 
skin. 
8. If the liquid concentrates 
are accidently spilled, remove 
contaminated clothing immed­ 
iately and wash contaminated 
skin thoroughly. 
9. Get rid of used pesticide 
containers in a way that will not 
leave packages or leftover con­ 
tents as a hazard, particularly 
to children or to animals and 
plants. 
10. Apply the pesticide only in 
amounts that are specified.

In Los Angeles, a spokesman 
for the U.S. Occidental Pe­ 
troleum Co., one of 46 Western 
concessions that pump 
out 
about $340 million in oil a year 
to world markets, said its 
operations 
were proceeding 
normally. 
The country’s share of the oil 
revenues is about 60 per cent. 
In 
Washington, 
a 
State 
Department 
spokesman esti­ 
mated there were about 10,000 
Americans in Libya and said 
that according to preliminary 
reports, there was no danger to 
them or to U.S. property. He 
estimated U.S. investment in 
the country at $1 billion. 
The coup ousted King Idris I, 
79, who was in Bursa, Turkey. 
He 
has used 
most of the 
revenue from the oil deposits to 
improve the social and econom­ 
ic life of the nation’s 1.7 million 
people. 
Although palace sources in 
Bursa had earlier said the king 


planned to 
return home, a 
Greek government spokesman 
in Athens said today a Greek 
ferry boat had sailed to Turkey 
to 
bring 
the 
monarch 
to 
Greece, probably on Wednes­ 
day. 
The spokesman said Idris, 
who has ruled Libya since it 
became an independent state in 
1951, had planned to go to 
Greece even before his govern­ 
ment was overthrown. 
The military regime also aj> 
nounced its first move to crush 
internal dissent-a ban against 
five newspapers and periodi­ 
cals. The decrees were made 
in the name of the new revolu­ 


tionary council. 
Libya Radio broadcasts said 
calm prevailed in the nation. 
Egypt and Iraq, leaders in 
the militant anti-Israel bloc of 
Arab states, extended full re­ 
cognition to the Libyan republic 
regime

leaders of the coup said nothing 
to indicate they would align 
their nation more closely with 
the 
Egypte— Ira i 
faction in 
foreign affairs. 
They had little to go on from 
the new revolutionary council, 
but the general consensus of 
cautious diplomatic opinion was 
that no drastic anti-western 
course would emerge.

It took all day to drive from Santa 
Rita to Lompoc and back; a wagon took 
all day, a good horse and buggy maybe 
two or three hours. Now it is a 15 
minute drive by car. 


In Carter’s high school days, there 
were 125 students total, in the four years 
of classes. Now there are 3500 in two 
high schools. His graduating class had 
ten graduates; there were 350 Lompoc 
High School graduates this year. Pupils 
came by bicycle, buggy, cart, on horse­ 
back or by foot. There were facilities to 
house the horses and feed them.

Doctor: Right. This is inflation. Sometimes commonly 
called “ galloping consumption.” A woman usually first 
notices it when in a grocery store. 
Housewife: 1 can understand that. It’s been ages since 
I went out to buy a ton of steel. Tell me, doctor, what’s 
going to happen as the disease progresses? 
Doctor: I ’ll try to be gentle. You have already experi­ 
enced a decline in your purchasing power. 
Housewife: It’s true! 
Doctor: You’ve had palpitations of the pocketbook and 
a softening of the savings? 
Housewife: Oh, yes! And I ’ve noticed a definite weight 
loss in the pay envelope and an obviously abnormal thick­ 
ening of the check stub section of my bank statement. 
Doctor: All perfectly natural. Now, I want you to know 
the government, The Big Doctor, stands ready to help you. 
As the price index continues to rise, specialists will cool it 
by taking precautionary steps in battling inflation inflam­ 
mation.

where a top talent can make 
from $150.000 to 
$175,000 a 
year. It’s enough to send each of 
us 
scurrying from household 
and office right to talent rep­ 
resentatives 
like 
Richard 
Voightft and Marje Fields. Who 
says that you and I can’t sell 
soap and toothpaste! 


Hut hold it. First off, not 
everyone doing the sales pitch 
for shampoo, pet food or cereal 
gets 
into 
income 
brackets 
comparable to those of corpora­ 
tion presidents. More likely, the 
average is $10,000 to $25,000 a 
year. Well, that** still worth 
deserting housewifery or the 
stenographic pool, you say. 
But what’s it really like in 
this highly 
specialized field 
where 
the 
lovely 
word 
is 
“ residuals” , the additional pay­ 
ments for a commercial each 
time it is repeated 


Voights and Field* say it IS a 
lucrative business, but break­ 
ing into it is a little like making 
it on Broadway. 
“ The competition is enor­ 
mous," said Miss Fields. “ An 
ad agency may audition 15 to 20 
people for one role A talent 
may have to audition for 10 
commercials before she lands 
one.” 


M iss Fields, a New Yorker, 
was with a company producing 
television commercials before 
she and Voigts set up their own 
talent agency. Boigts, a farm 
boy from Dwight 
111 , 
south 
of Chicago, had decided on an 
acting careei while lie attended 
Indiana University where he 
was a speech major. Arriving 


in New York, he made the 
rounds of theatrical producers' 
offices, meantime working first 
with a talent agency, then with 
an ad agency casting talent. 
The desire for acting gradually 
faded. 
But the one thing that puts 
the commercial salesman or 
woman there in the first place 
is a talent few of us have—that 
for acting. 


Betty Furness, of course, had 
it. She helped to pioneer the 
field for actors. 
Now, hundreds of profession­ 
als are making commercials, 
some appearing on the screen, 
but 
more 
often 
as 
“ voice 
overs” , 
doing the narrating 
while someone else is on view 
on the screen. That someone 
else usually is a professional 
too-but not well known. 


Among the voices you’ll hear 
from the Voights and Fields 
“ stable” are Dody Goodman, 
and 
Claudette 
Suther­ 
land. 
Making 
commer­ 
cials is only a part time job for 
these professionals as it is with 
some of the “ amateurs” the 
agency handles — ” we have 
quite a few teachers, some 
sales people, one working for 
an airline, a man who runs an 
apartment 
rental 
igency, 
a 
theater manager,” said Voigts. 
In 
addition 
to 
ability 
to 
perform, they all have another 
quality—“ they’re 
people 
you 
can identify with.” 


Voigts and Field* say if make 
commercials you 
must, get 
experience with local or com­ 
munity theater groups, local 
radio or television stations, “ so 
you have a working knowledge” 
of the field. 
Then start making the rounds 
of the big cities—New York, 
Chicago, Los Angeles, Miami. 
And 
brace for disappoint­ 
ment. Says Marje Fields, “ The 
rejection can be tough. You 
need a mental suit of armor.’’

Warm weather, which contin­ 
ued over the weekend, helped 
give a promising outlook 
for 
yesterday’s dove season open­ 
er. 
Reports are that birds are 
plentiful on the Nipomo Mesa 
north of Santa Maria as well 
as along the river bottom of 
the Santa Maria River. 
At the last meeting of the 
state fish and game commis­ 
sions, it was decided to di­ 
vide the state into two zones 
for the coming waterfowl sea­ 
son with each to have differ­ 
ent shooting dates. The line be­ 
gins at Santa Maria, extending 
east south of Bakersfield and 
below Owens Valley. The south­ 
ern half of the state was given 
a 77-day split season consist­ 
ing of from Oct. 18 through 
Nov. 26 and Dec. 6 through 
Jan. 11. Duck limit is six per 
day and 
in possession; Goose 
limit, six per day and in pos­ 
session except 
that 
three 
geese must be white species. 
Northern hunters were given 
a straight 86-day season of Oct. 
18 through Jan. 11. The limit 
is the same with the exception 
of Tule l-ake and the Colorado 
River where the limits are five 
per day and 10 in possession. 
The commission also set the 
black brant season for Nov. 22 
through Feb. 22 with a limit of 
four per day and eight in pos­ 
session. Coots and gallinules 
have the same dates as ducks 
by zones with a limit of 25 per 
day and in possession. 
Here are a few dove hunters 
queries which are those most 
asked of DFG personnel. CJ: Do 
I have to retain a feathered 
wing on my dressed doves? A: 
Not if killed in California. But 
one fully feathered wing must 
be retained on each dove im­ 
ported from Arizona or Mexico. 
Q: If I am driving home with 
my possession of doves, may I 
transport my friends’ doves for 
him if they are in a separate 
container and his shipping tags 
are attactched? A: No, some 
other person claiming posses­ 
sion of the doves must ac­ 
company 
you. 
Dove shipping 
tags apply only to shipping by 
commercial carrier. 
Rabbit hunting also opened 
Monday statewide. Some por­ 
tions of the state opened on 
July 4 but this week saw Im­ 
perial, Riverside, and San Ber­ 
nardino counties and part of 
Kern 
County 
completing the 
hunting season opener. Daily 
limit is five for all species 
with no limit on jackrabbits al­ 
though a license is required to 
hunt them. 
OCEAN FISHING 
The 
salmon 
situation re­ 
mains unchanged and the fish 
are few and far between. In 
fact, many fishermen have giv­ 
en up until they return to loc­ 
al waters. The water is on the 
warm side, hence the advent 
of bonita — strictly a warm 
water fish. 
More 
and more 
people are beginning to realize 
that bonita is not such a bad 
eating fish when properly pre­ 
pared. 
Rock fishing is still excellent 
with most everyone getting all 
they want. While on the subject 
we would like to remind anglers 
that there is a size limit on 
kep, sand and rock bass and 
also bag limits. For particu- 


lars, fishermen should consult 
the book of rules and regula­ 
tions issued free of charge by 
the Department of Fish and 
Game through all license ag­ 
ents. There is a DFG patrol 
boat in the area now and one 
might be somewhat embarrass­ 
ed at the presence of some 
undersized bass in the bag since 
ignorance of the law is no ex­ 
cuse! 
Surf fishing is on the slow 
side. Some nice bass were re­ 
ported taken by Bob and Beth 
Erwin of Arroyo Grande while 
fishing in the boat channel of 
Morro Bay. However, they re­ 
ported 
no 
halibut with 
the 
"flatties” still conspicuous by 
their absence. 
FRESH WATER FISHING 
As far as trout are concern­ 
ed, about the only local waters 
still available is Lopez Lake 
in southern San Luis Obispo 
County. Fishing has been slow 
there lately. The best spots 
appear to be near the dam. 
This is becoming a thing of the 
past with all access from the 
road being cut off with a fence 
raising its ugly head to keep 
fishermen out of the area. 
The lower Nacimiento River 
has been planted this year but 
fishing has not been any 
too 
good. Weather has been extrem­ 
ely hot and the water in poor 
shape. Also, the entrance fee at 
Camp Roberts has been raised 
to two dollars a year, which 
did not sit well with many an­ 
glers. 
Nacimiento Lake is another 
picture. In spite of warm tem­ 
peratures, bass are still being 
taken with best results in the 
early mornings and late even­ 
ings. Catfish has taken on an 
all night picture and many chan­ 
nels and bullheads are now be­ 
ing caught. Shrimp and anchovy 
have been the best form of bait 
lately. 
Margarita Lake, in northern 
San Luis Obispo County, reports 
some bass are beginning to take 
a little more interest in what 
is going on and are being taken 
on plastic worms and lead head 
jigs in the deep water off the 
points. Also, surface plugs work 
well in the mornings and late 
evenings. Sunfish are all too 
plentiful at Margarita but give 
sport to the younger generation 
of fishermen. 
Cachuma Lake is getting all 
worked up over a run of cat­ 
fish running to 15 pounds and 
better. Shrimp have been 
re­ 
ported as the best bait for cats. 
There is no report on the trout 
situation at Cachuma. 
We can remember a time 
when B ill Brooks, a ubiquitous 
operator of the boation con­ 
cession at Cachuma, held up his 
head in pious horror at the 
idea the lake would ever be a 
catfish paradise. Trout ornotli- 
ing was his motto. But progress 
again edged its way in and 
brought the lowly cats with it. 
One thing we do remember 
when Cachuma 
was soltely a 
trout lake B ill would not sell 
"stringers” for trout, claiming 
it spoiled the firm meat of a 
trout. We still go along with 
him on that though and hate to 
see a nice mess of trout going 
soft through immersion all day 
in water. It is all right for bass 
and other warm water fish but 
for trout definitely NO!

School opening warning 
given by CH P captain 


“ Be on the look-out for inex­ 
perienced walkers when school 
opens,” Captain R. R. Roese, 
of the California Highway Ps* 
trol urged drivers this week. 
“ We know that inexperienced 
drivers have more accidents 
than 
experienced 
drivers,” 
Captain Roese said. “ Inexpert 
enced walkers have problems, 
too. 
Kindergarten and 
first 
grade students are starting one 
of the greatest adventures of 
their lives when they set off 
for school. Watch out for them 
on the road.” 
Captain Roese suggested that 
parents help young students with 
a period of safety training be- 
fore school starts. 
“ Teach your youngster to 
cross 
only 
at intersections. 
Teach him to obey crossing 
guards. Instruct him about traf­ 
fic signals. Teach him to use 
sidewalks whenever t h e y are 
available and to walk facing traf­ 
fic if he must use the should 
er of the roadway. Tell him 
how long it takes an automobile 
to stop. Even very young chil­ 
dren can understand the dang­ 
ers of darting across the road 
in traffic, if the 
problem is 
explained,” he said. 
“ The responsibility for sti>- 
dent safety is shared by many 
people: the pupil, his family, 
the school district, traffic safe­ 
ty engineers, crossing guards, 
school officials and drivers.” 
“ The California Highway P^- 
trol is particularly concerned 
with the drivers,” the Patrol 
official said. “ The speed lim­ 
it is 25 miles per hour when 
passing a school building or 
school grounds while children 
are going to or from school 
during opening or closing hours 
and during the noon recess per­ 
iod. When the school grounds 


are not separated from the high­ 
way by a fence, the 25 miles 
per hour limit applies whenev­ 
er the grounds are in use by 
children and the highway is 
posted with a'SCHOOL’ warning 
sign.” 
Children on school buses be­ 
come pedestrians as soon as 
they alight from a bus. The driv­ 
er of any vehicle which meets 
or overtakes a school bus from 
either direction must stop im­ 
mediately before passing the bus 
if it is displaying a flashing 
red light signal. (It is not nec­ 
essary to stop when the school 
bus is in the opposite lanes of 
a divided highway or when the 
stopped bus is not flashing its 
lights.) 
All 
vehicles must follow di­ 
rections 
of school crossing 
guards 
and junior traffic pap 
trols, the CHP officer said.

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Peace through law 


More than 1,000 lawyers and judges from more than 100 
countries will gather in Bangkok, Thailand, the week of Sept. 
7 for the Fourth Annual Conference on World Peace Through 
Law. 
The purpose of this year’s conference, sponsored again by 
the World Peace Through Law Center in Geneva, is to explore 
ways in which international law can be improved and changed 
to promote the economies of developing nations and acceler­ 
ate their full participation in international trade, which now 
amounts to nearly $1 trillion a year. 
—Space Law. The moon, both in song and according to 
United Nations treaty, belongs to everyone. But there is still 
need for agreements governing assistance to astronauts in 
distress, damages caused by space vehicles on earth or in 
space and fixing in term s of miles the upper limits of a sover­ 
eign state’s air space. 
-Communication. Technically, it is possible for everyone 
in the world to witness the same event at the same time, via 
satellite - relayed television. But the lack of worldwide tele* 
vision standards has turned much of the world into an “ elec­ 
tronic Babel,” with at least 12 different standards for tele­ 
vision. 
-Computerized Information. The retrieval of information by 
computer prom ises as great a revolution in the field of law as 
was caused by the invention of printing. Some experts fore­ 
see the day when all the laws of all the countries of the world 
will be available to any lawyer from one central computer. 
—D isaster Laws. The world had to wait for the Titanic di­ 
saster to set up the Safety of Life at Sea laws. It took the

Torrey Canyon disaster to spur efforts to regulate the ship­ 
ment of oil in giant tankers. 
The need is to anticipate such disasters before they happen 
and draw up model laws. Examples are the control of nuclear 
energy, environmental pollution, regulation of the noise levels 
and boom of supersonic airplanes, modification of the weather, 
deep drilling operations into the earth’s crust and explora­ 
tion and use of the ocean bed. 
Other subjects the legal experts will tackle include clarifi­ 
cation of laws governing trade secrets and tradem arks and the 
arbitration of commercial disputes between nations, the possi­ 
bility of special laws designed to foster the export earnings 
of the developing countries and a world stock m arket. 
In short, in the words of Charles S. Rhyne, president of the 
World Peace Through Law Center, the conference “ will pro­ 
vide the most concentrated education ever offered the world’s 
lawyers in how they can update and reshape the law to help 
accelerate the peaceful revolution of the developing nations.” 
The path to world peace at this juncture in history is not 
along political or m ilitary lines, he says. It is along economic 
lines — trade and aid for the developing nations. The prosperity 
these bring in their wake is the best insurance against war. 
In this regard, the site of the conference has its own signifi­ 
cance. As the Bangkok Post editorialized: 
“ It is particularly appropriate that this time the confer­ 
ence is being held somewhere in Asia, not too far from Viet­ 
nam and certainly not too far from Peking. It is here that the 
search for peace must begin, whether it is peace through the 
rule of law or peace on the battlefield.” 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It may be that President Nixon’s men 
are off on the wrong track in their at­ 
tempts to cool inflation. 
They’ve assumed that if the proper ec­ 
onomic screws can be tightened, inter­ 
est rates raised, industrial expansion 
cut, demand reduced one way or another, 
then prices will come down. 
Traditionally, this 
reasoning has held 
true when the infla­ 
tion was the result 
of such heavy buying 
that the nation’s pro­ 
duction capacity has 
been strained to the 
lim it. But this is not 
true today. 
Most 
economists 
this reporter has in­ 
terviewed, 
whether 
in government, in private research or­ 
ganizations or as advisers to major bus­ 
iness firm s, believe the present infla- 
tionary spurt was indeed set off by the 
increase in demand which accompanied 
the war in Vietnam. But there is evi­ 
dence that today's continuing price rises 
are not so caused. 
Industry is not operating at the near­ 
capacity levels of some time back. Pro­ 
fits are declining. 
The economy has been cooled so 
markedly the Gross National Product is 
creeping upward at a dangerously slow 
pace. 


Unemployment is growing. The signs 
point to steady upward gains in unem­ 
ployment that will reach politically un­ 
acceptable levels by middle or late 1970. 
Yet inflation continues to grow. 
Analysis of the data shows that the 
gains continue heaviest in the services, 
in trade, construction, maintenance and 
medical care, rather than in manufac­ 
turing and that the economic slowdown 
have them selves increased the cost of 
living 
appreciably. 
Higher interest 
charges, for example, are passed on to 
the consumer. 
Economists in and out of the govern­ 
ment this reporter has talked to say to 
day's inflation is due not to heavy de­ 
mand but to rising costs. Most point to 
rapid wage increases over the past sev­ 
eral years. But it is to be noted that 
the data indicates that it is not rising 
labor costs in manufacturing that have 
brought this pressure on prices for, in 
large part, these have been compensated 
for by increased automation. It is rather 
the heavy increases in labor costs in the 
services, where the introduction of labor- 
saving devices has been exceedingly 
slow. 
The adm inistration’s anti - inflation 
program has not attacked these costs. 
Worse yet, the adm inistration- invoked 
economic slowdown aimed at reducing de­ 
mand seem s to be encouraging a slow­ 
down in the very heavy continuing invest­ 
ment in computerization, automation and 
other modernization essential to holding

prices down as labor costs rise. 
Thus the anti-inflation drive is encour­ 
aging future price rises. And making the 
U.S. less competitive with foreign in­ 
dustry. 
Data on this score is already ominous. 
Of late, there has been a marked de- 
cline in labor productivity — not just a 
slowdown in the rate at which produc­ 
tivity is increasing 
- but an acutal 
decline in output per man. 
Because this means an increase in 
costs, it will mean higher prices.

World Report by Henry J. Taylor 


I was there 


At 4:40 a.m. September 1, 1939, the 
Germans attacked Poland by surprise. I 
was there. I experienced with the Poles 
their fight on these days and nights soak­ 
ed with stars and sorrow s. 
Let me tell you what I saw the Poles 
do, 
and 
what the odds against them 
actually were, before the Nazis and 
Communists 
together 
overwhelmed 
them. 
Hitler made his attack on a pretext 
of self-defense, trumped up and forged 
by his own secret service; the attack 
that ultimately put the world into march­ 
ing boots in a war that killed 35 million 
persons. 
The 
Polish-Ger­ 
man 
frontier was 
1,200 
miles 
along. 
The Germans threw 
72 divisions against 
Poland, 
more than 
twice the force that 
the Western powers 
have today in NATO. 
Poland 
could meet 
the assault with only 
39 infantry divisions, 
14 infantry brigades, 
13 cavalry brigades 
and 403 operational aircraft. 
The Germans rejected the possibility 
of the French-British attack against 
Germany’s Western front on the Rhine, 
and, tragically, there was none. The 
Nazis left only 13 divisions facing west. 
By September 5, while Poland was in 
her death throes, it became clear that 
the French and B ritish would not even 
attack Germany in the air from the 
west. Accordingly, the Germans hurled 
even more aircraft into their Polish 
invasion, to a total of 2,600. 
Red Russia was hand-in-hand with 
Nazi Germany. On August 26 these two 
totalitarians had signed a mutual non­ 
aggression pact. One purpose of this 
was the division of Poland between the 
Soviet and Nazi Germany. 
The scheme repeated an ancient trag­ 
edy. Even at the time of Napoleon’s 
aggression against Poland, that country 
had already been dism em bered and par­ 
titioned three times in 23 years. Poland 
has always been in the untendable posi­ 
tion of a land m ass without natural 
borders. And again and again, faced 
by larger enemy forces, the cruel weight 
of overwhelming numbers has mocked 
the destiny of the Poles and the land they 
love. 
On September 16 the Red Army entered 
Poland from the east. Mussolini stabbed 
France in the back when France was 
prostrate, so did the Soviet stab Poland. 
The Russian horde occupied 
nearly 
half of the country in its savage car­ 
nival of bloodshed and heartbreak, and 
duplicated the Nazi horrors in the half 
that Russia seized. 
Nevertheless, even this double attack 
from west and east did not knock Poland 
out of the war. Within one month a 
Polish government-in-exile was estab­ 
lished in Paris. Heroic Gen. Wladyslaw 
Sikorski, a prem ier, formed a new Polish 
army. It was made up of m ilitary ex- 
capees from the homeland and of Poles 
from all over the world. 
A brigade of this army fought in 
Norway. Another fought in North Af­ 
rica. Two divisions fought in the Battle 
of France. In fact, when France signed 
an arm istice with Germany, the Polish 
army in France was still bleeding and 
dying against the enemy. 
A new Polish air force, escaping to 
Englad after Dunkirk, took a courage­ 
ous part in the Battle of Britain. Four 
Polish squadrons shot down 815 Nazi 


planes, and when the war finally ended, 
the Poles were fighting at our side 
under Gen. Mark W. Clark in Italy. 
The 
Communists 
captured 
the 
rem ainder of Poland 
as the Nazis 
withdrew. And a darker, bloodier saga 
of tyranny, treachery and brutality has 
seldom been written in the history of 
mankind. The Red government shot all 
resisting Poles at Warsaw’s ancient 
Barbican wall, as had the Nazis. It per­ 
formed the same horrible genocide as 
the Nazis. 
In addition to the assassination pits 
and other unspeakable horrors, 
the 
Red government tore hundreds of thou­ 
sands of the helpless Poles from their 


homes and sent them to Vaygach and 
Novaya Zemlya island in the Arctic 
Ocean and into the ghastly wastes of 
Eastern Siberia. It even refused to allow 
the 100,000 free Poles fighting at our 
side to return to Poland. These Poland 
freedom fighters rem ain homeless to 
this very day at the hands of the pre­ 
sent Warsaw government. 
Last July 22 that government celebrat­ 
ed its 25th anniversary, an occasion 
which, in truth, celebrated the elevation 
and glorification of all that has symbol­ 
ized the attack on the free spirit of 
man since the beginning of time. .

Muskie in lead 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of Maine has a 
much sharper edge for the 1972 Demo­ 
cratic presidential nomination than any 
published accounts have given him up to 
now. 
In New York state, which held 190 
of the 1,312 delegate votes needed for 
nomination in 1968, the Muskie talk is 
big. Says a party liberal: 
“ He has much support beneath the sur­ 
face that even he is not aware of.”

New York City's reform Democrats, 
though busy these days trying to elect 
Mayor John Lindsay, the rebuked Repub­ 
lican, to a second term , have asked Mus­ 
kie to meet with them soon to discuss 
many m atters related to a 1972 candi­ 
dacy. Muskie's aides say he will. 
Some party professionals already are 
conjecturing how Muskie might do in the 
1972 prim aries, and at least one thinks 
he could get off to a leaping start in the 
first two — New Hampshire (neighbor to 
his home state) and Wisconsin (with 
Milwaukee heavily weighted with his fel­ 
low Poles). 
From September on, Muskie will be fol­ 
lowing a speaking 
schedule of roughly 
eight dates a month. Though that is just 
half the pace he kept in the first six 
months of 1969, the earlier pushisw idt* 
ly regarded as having been unrealis- 
tically heavy and impossible to sustain 
over a long period. 
Party people who favor him general­ 
ly welcomed the reports that he is getting 
him self a kind of double brain trust to 
help beef him up on issues. The most 
persistent reservation expressed about 
the Maine senator is what some Demo­ 
crats call his “ narrow base” on issues, 
especially in the foreign affairs field. 
On the basis of residual strength, 
Hubert Humphrey probably stands second 
in the competition at this tim e. A lot of 
organization Democrats have an invesL 
meat in the form er vice president as a 
man who played it like a regular in 1968 


and came close to winning the presi 
dency. 
But Humphrey will be 61 in 1972 
nearly as old as the much-more-popula 
Dwight Eisenhower was when he sough 
and won the White House in 1952. More 
over, Humphrey has 
the “ tired face’ 
problem and his party remembers i 
has had singularly bad luck in renom 
inating previously defeated presidentia 
candidates. 
He would need a smashing victory to re 
cover a Senate seat in Minnesota nex 
year to have any real hope of refurbish 
ing him self — and even that might not d< 
too much for him. 
Sen. George McGovern ofSouthDakot: 
is another interested party, and he re 
cently signaled that interest by meetini 
privately with some leading Democrats 
liberals to discuss the 1972 outlook 
He is thought of by many in his par 
ty as the natural inheritor of Ted Ken 
nedy's place in the spectrum, with hii 
em phasis on such issues as the Vietnan 
war and hunger. 
But one New Yorker makes a poir 
underscored by many other Democrat: 
when he argues that McGovern is op 
erating from a “ pretty narrow strip 0 
the left.” It may be a highly signifi 
catn cue that numerous Democratic regu 
lars who favored Kennedy largely for hb 
capacity to win have little or no inter 
est in McGovern. 
It is not even clear that the strong lib 
erals and the uncommitted young acti­ 
vists are prepared to accept McGovern 
Some are talking up the tough-fibere< 
freshman from Iowa, Sen.
